He came to the United 
States, with his family, settling in Newark, where he attended Ann Street School, for the last six months of the 
eighth grade 

Even though Dr. Correia had only been there for six months, he was able to graduate and be ready to begin 
high school. He entered East Side High School, and this is where he began his very successful career. While a 
student in East Side High School, he played on the soccer team, coached at that time, by Mr. Duggan, and was 
an All-City, All-County, and All-State athlete. Besides soccer, his other activities at East Side were belonging 
to the Portuguese and French Clubs. He held offices in the Student Council, where he was vice president and 
treasurer, and the school newspaper ““The Announcer””, where he served as the editor 

Among the many caring teachers encountered by Dr. Correia during his years at East Side, he remembers 
with tremendous gratitude and praise, his Geometry teacher, Mrs. Polakowski, his World History teacher Mr 
Chill, and Ms. Tereski. Even though he was extremely busy with schoolwork and extracurricular activities, Dr 
Correia still managed to work part-time at Olshins Pharmacy, in the Ironbound. 

Although he had only been in this country for four short years, Dr. Correia was able to learn English fluently, 
achieve high grades, and graduate valedictorian of the class of 1978. After East Side, Dr. Correia attended 
Harvard University, which he found to be extremely difficult during the first semester, due to the heavy com- 
petition and demanding work load. After his first year there, he found himself more easily adjusted to the 
superior academic environment, and Harvard didn't seem as hard to him after that. 

After leaving Harvard, Dr. Correia attended the New York University School of Medicine, receiving a MD 
degree with Honors. He completed his internship and residency at Columbia-Presbyterian Medical Center Dr 
Correia's achievements are so many, that they would fill this page, but some of them include being in the Dean's 
List for six consecutive semesters, a John Harvard Scholarship for Outstanding Scholastic Achievement, Vice 
President of Harvard College Premedical Society, among others. 

Eventually, Dr. Correia married one of his former 
school mates, Diane Catena, who had graduated 
number three of East Side’s class of 1978. They have 
two children, a seven year-old boy, and a two year- 
old girl. 

Currently, Dr. Correia has his own office in Ne- 
wark, where he is a doctor of cardiology. He is cer- 
tified in Cardiovascular Disease, and Clinical Car 
diac Electrophysiology, making him one of only five 
hundred doctors with this certification in the country. 
In his spare time, Dr. Correia is an amateur soccer 
player in the LISA league of New Jersey. 

Dr. Correia's accomplishments show that East 
Side High School students have tremendous poten- 
tial and can become anything they want to. They can 
succeed as long as they put their minds to it, and 
never give up, just like Dr. Correia didn't, even when 
faced with obstacles. The class of 1997 congratulates 
and salutes Dr. Joaquim Correia on his many 
achievements and wish him continued success.
